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J2 Comments... Over recent years there has been a fair amount of 

comment in the UFO media about the desirability 
of proper classification and definition of UFOs.But 
is it really necessary? I wonder. 

Over the eight years I have been writing a great deal about the UFO subjeot 
I have toyed with many different schemes to classify what we investigate.I have 
helped modify the Hynek scheme, invented new ones for computer-matrix use ( UFO 
REALITY) and still we all appear to use our own individual ideas.There is nothing 
in the way of an accepted universal standard .Perhaps that- is a failing of ICUH 
(international Committee for UFO Research) .After all it was set up at the London 
congress in 1979 - yet bo far appears to have achieved little, if anything. Or 
maybe it is just a fact that there is no purpose in a fundamental set of agreed 
definition^ at this time. 

Indeed it might even be hannful. To classify before you know what you deal 
with leads to pro sumptions. If we mould our concepts of the UFO phenomenon ar¬ 
ound the definitions which we predetermine, then we subtly change our percept¬ 
ion of the UFO by the way that we label it • I think this shows up very clearly 
in how the generic name for the phenomenon has evolved. 

In 1947 we were dealing with "Unidentified Aircraft" - because that is how 
people viewed UFOs. Then they became flying saucers, and eventually Unidentified 
flying object b .T he stress on that last word is real. It baa lead to decades of 
wasted time^where we have had to explain to people (the media especially) that 
UFO is not a synonymous terra with spaceship, or even oraft of any kind.UFO is 
a bad term because it presumes material,physical,constructed reality. It has 
taken us a very long time to see the way thig has effected our perception of 
the mystery.Only now are we developing meaningful theories about UFO origin, 
having freed ourselves from the shackles of the UFO definition. 

So we must be very careful in future that any of our definitions do not take 
us down the same garden path to the land of delusions. 

That said, do we have any acceptable criteria at the present time which we 
might use to build a realistic standard terminology? I can best answer that by 
refering to the terms I use most whenever I am discussing the phenomenon. The 
set of definitions I personally find most useful, and am trying to stick with. 

The term UFO must remain, unfortunately. But I suggest we use it to refer 
to a raw case .A UFO is a UFO at stage one. But then,when it is Investigated, 
it quickly becomes one of three other possibilities. Chances are it will become 
an IFO (identified Flying Object)-9° per cent of cases do. The terra ought to 
become more engrained in our literature,I think. In a TV programme in March 
Sarah Kennedy had to ask what an IFO wast It is fault she did not know. 

Assuming that the report is one of the other 10 per cent there are two broad 
areas it could now fall into .If it has no suggestion of an alien component, as 
most reports frankly do not, then I believe we must stick with the term UAP 
(Unidentified Atmospheric Phenomenon) .This affords far leas presumption, and 
can cover all manner of possibilities (including earthlights,plasmas,ball light¬ 
ning and unexplained novel atmospherio effects)• Those cases which do suggest 
an alien origin, where contaot occurs for instance, or at least an objective 
constructed origin (rather than a pure phenomenon) I propose to call "Exotio 
UFOs" - which still leaves our options open, and separates them from the raw 
UFO and,most importantly, the UAP.

In other words we have an equationi- UFO (after investigation) - either 
IFO UAP or EXOTIC UFO. 

What about classifying the kinds of UFO reported? There is really no way 
that we can avoid the popularity of the Hynek scheme.I believe (provided we 
accept and modify its drawbacks)it can be used.I have developed a sort of 
hybrid of his original version, the one Peter Warrington and I defined in UFOs 
a BRITISH VIEWPOINT (in 1979) and a few new ideas. This is how it stands 1 - 
LITS (Light in the sky) - a convenient term for any UFO without specific 

shape - eg stai^like,blobs,lights, glows,or round (which means the same) 
USD (Medium Definition) - any UFO with specific shape (and it must be more 
than just vague) - eg a domed disc, a cigar, conical etc. 

The above two categories refer to plain,ordinary UFO events with no interactive 
effects. If there ate any effects then they become one of the five (yes I said 
five!) types of close encounteri- 

CE1 (Close Encounter of the first kind) - when a UFO interacts with a witness 
or the environment in some way (eg witness goes through the "0z Factor" 
and relates physiological/psychological distortion effects) . 

CE2 (Close Encounter of the second kind) - when a UFO leaves behind semi¬ 
permanent effects on the witness or environment (eg bums,gTound traces) 
Things which do not just depend on the subjective impressions of the 
witness at the time but are scientifically analysable. A photo case is, 
in a sense, a CE 2. 

CE3 (Close Encounter of the third kind) - obviously,as the movie, when*a)icn 
entities are seen in relation to a UFO encounter. 

CE4 (Close Encounter of the fourth kind) - when contact is alleged between 
entities and the witness; ie some form of information transmitted. 

CE5 (Close Encounter of the fifth kind) - when a witness claims an abduction 
experience on board a UFO. 

I think these categories make sense, are simple to remember, dtem logically 
enough from what we know of the phenomenon and where the phenomenon currently 
appears to extend to. Anything more complicated would not be helpful. 

I would be very interested to hear from readers about whether they think we 
could create an acceptable standard set of definitions on this basis.

WHERE HAVE ALL THE UFOs r?0NE - AGAIN f 

Readers will know that UFO societies world wide have noted the dramatic fall 
in the number of sightings post 1979-Even the French government UFO team GEPAN 
have commented on this recently .NEW SCIENTIST (16 May) finally got round to the 
fact,saying, "missing from the scene for a long time,to the disappintment of 
many of ti3,are flying saucers^As far as I can find out,which may not,of course, 
be far,there have been no sightings of note in any of the skies of Europe,the 
US, or south America for months or even years.If their absence is confirmed how 
do we account for it?" But fear not,this is not New Scientist suddenly being 
very serious.The suggested reasons include "they could have given us up in 
despair' 1 and "cuts in research grants at home are curtailing expeditions". 

Joviality apart it is a serious problem, for the decline continues at an ever 
alarming rate.We are (supposedly) climbing now to the new high of the ten-year 
cycle (in 1987) but the sightings totals continue to go down (not up) .As anyone 
who has tried to write a UFO book over recent years will tell you publishers 
argue "the UFO craze id over.Nobody will buy books on this subject any more.Its 
had its day". One feels there must be a relation between this sensing of public 
mood and the decrease in sightings. 

However,what is interesting is that media interest in UFOs seems to have grown 
in a rather curious opposing fashion.This allows us to test one of the basic 
premises of the UFO skeptic...that UFO sightings are generated by media interest. 
Raving kept a careful record of the number of press cuttings received from the 
Burrants agency in my capacity as BUFORA Director of Investigations I can now 
offer a set of statistics which contrast the number of cuttings’*with the number 
of UFO sightingsi So here goesl (* t* noV.oA*! pnw.*cu.i p^«rs)

The article is an interview with famous investigator/repeater witness Mafgftret 
Fry,now residing in the Gwynedd village of Llangeroyw,and relates the two 
balls of orange light seen by farmers landing in a field and next day how the 
army in a helioopter circled the arwa.(Our Mar/Apr issue relates how exactly 
thia occurred in the wake of a contemporary Apr 84 sighting at Blairgowrie) . 
Cldarly amidst the UFO dearth something very important was going on. If Mar¬ 
garet (who reads these words) would send a report on her local sighting NUFON

During efforts to rele©$ethe kite it broke free 
and was last seen flying south towards Warrington - where yo.ir editor definitely 
did not have a close encounterl Perhaps WAPIT will have moru for us on this 
marvellous tale.But, surprise,surprise,guess what has been really capturing the 
headlines down south.This year it even made the ITV network news,and I found 
myself having to explain the whole thing to not just the Daily Express but the

svents^the desire to see their handiwork in print .1985 has 9 so far as I know, 
generated just one set - of the five ring variety unlikely to be whirlwinds. 

As the West Sussex Gazette (4 Jul) shows ,the circles are in a new place this 
year,off the A280 near Findon.But as this is near that "UFO hot spot" Claphaa 
Woods (which had a brief flicker of fame some yesrs baok) this is doubtless 
pure "oolnoidenoe".The paper says they were found on June 30 (i was told by 
an Exprsss journalist who has flown over them in a light plane it wae a week 
earlier) .The angry farm manager explained he was certain it was a hoex (not 

at all what the Express told me he eaidl) He olaimed he oould eee the feet 

marke where the hoaxers tried,but failed,to keep to traotor marks as they 

walked into the wheat.£.100 of damage was done,he estimates.Police were said 

to be inveetigating.The headline "UFO hoax in Patohing wheat field" meems 
explicit enough to me.Next day,however,5 Jul, the West Sussex County Times 
was mors assertive.lt photod and interviewed a "psychio" who had seen the marks and 
was now taking samples for'psychometrio analysis*.A "UFO watcher" appeared on 
the soene and made some noises.And several reports of UFOs in the area,inc¬ 
luding^ o*by the "psychio" 20 years ago (ths latest was 8 ysars backl) wers 
trotted out as if they meant something."UFO theory on mystery circles" was ths 
rather different headline here.Finally,the Brighton Argua (6 Jul) says,"Field 
ringi ’don't rule out UFO'". Why? Well,Mr Charles Walker,chairman of the 
"Southern Area Paranormal Investigation Group" says they "oould have been mdde 
by a visitor from space". How oome? Seems that in 1975 * 00 # dogs wsnt missing. 
Also "people reported strange feelings in the area a oouple of years ago". 

Ho hum! Allegedly five people saw some light* over local woods "only a few 
days be for# the marks appeared", but Mr Walker had no more to add, although he 
has apparently penned a book about local events titled 'The occult connection 
in the rape of Bramber". Sounds a lot more interesting than thess ciroles. 

Ths Daily Exprsss man,on July 17>spent almost two hours trying to convlno# ms 
that ths reason the marks wers not the same size or even perfect circles was 
beoause ths UFO had retractable legs which skidded on impact .He also says the 
farmer saw soms morning mist rising from ths oirclea when he discovered them 
at 6 am on a hot day .But 9 of course, this mist was really traces of the UFOa 
exhaust fumssl Ths saddest thing of all was that the journalist was being quite 
serious.God help usl To leave on a smile I lived the 8 Jun episode of "Benson" 
where the ran himself had a Close Encounter (dons remarkably well).Whilst this a 
comedy show the humour almost took second place to an obvious real concern 
about CE4 cases.But I liked the bit where the governor describes the UFO aa 
shaped like a lollipop.One staff member comments "Infergalactio travel is a 
definite possibility but I didn't think you could do it in a lollipop." Benson 
adds,"Enpecially not if you fly too olose to the sun," and is told, "Maybe that’s 
why thry come at night."

BUFORA member RL Hilton, now working in Oman, waa an ai Rhodesian Air Foroa 
man in 1972-73,hanad at Umtali,now in Zimbabwe,during tha war at that time. 

It waa 3pm on a sunny day whan at about 5000 ft a long cyliadrioal objeefr 
appeared and flaw east to waat.lt waa rotating on its axis and definitely had 
no wings.Tha metallic structure glinted in tha sun.Ha ran indoors to oolleot 
binoculars but tha swiftly coving oraft had gone when ha returned.Ha is certain 
it was not a civil or military plana,and tha local hostilities virtually 
preolude that.Could it have been an RPV type of spy^lana? Hr Hilton,adds incid¬ 
entally, that as 9 radio baa ha used to listen to all tha sixties spaoeflights 
and was tuned in onoa when an astronaut started to desoribe their capsule being 
paced bya UFO. 'The transmission was very clear", ha adds, "But was cut off" vary 
suddenly,in a form of censorship .There have been cany rumours of this sort of 
thing but its tha first tine I have coma aoross an alleged first hand witness.

Four witnesses observed a rad light travelling slowly towards Wigan oentre- 
It was sliest and in view a couple of minutes by two of tha witnesses (a bit 
lass by tha other two who were called out to see it. ). Little to go on, but 
this was a Friday night and is reminiscent of tha Swissair Do-9 cargo plane 
which plagued ufo societies in the lata seventies and early eighties as it 
glided (engines off or powered dews) with tail-fin illumination producing the 
rad affect. (Sea PENNINE UFO MYSTERY, where tha airline is called A IB GARBO 101) 


Casa 8504 June 23 1985 18.50 Heaton Norris,Stockport ,0t Nor InviMUFORA 

Reported by tha four witnesses to the "Stockport Express" (27 June) , tha 
reporter contacted MUFORA within 24 hours of tha sighting after Jodrell Bank 
had suggested this.The sighting was not pursued beyond this.21 yr old Cheryl 
tilooyna and 18 yr old friend Wendy Ostcik, plus Cheryl’s husband John and an 
unknown fourth parson > all watohad a bright silvery ball in the sky for 5/6 
mins. It was "level with a plana on a flightpath into Bingway but was bobbing up 
and down travelling much slower.Ringway refused to be drawn but said there was 
nothing on radar .However,Cheryl claims that "The aoaxing thing is that over 
dinner I had been describing a UFO I sighted nine years ago in Nacolesfield. 

It looked exactly the same." And she added,"It must have beeb a genuine UFO," 
MUFORA disagreed and told the press so,Being a Sunday evening in Sumner it may 
have been a kite , or a toy balloon, or a weather balloon, or-• .well almost 
anything.The chances of it being a bona-fide UFO are negligible. 


Case 8505 July 1 1985 01.00 Nacolesfield f Cheshire Invi Paul Wilson MUFORA 

And talking of Nacolesfield,preoisely seven days later Jodrell Bank were in aut- 
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ion again,channeling through an elderly lady who reluctantly shared her 
experience.JH was satisfied it oould be explained, but local ASSAP member 
(and NUN reader) Paul Wilson agreed to look into it.Nrs H oould not sleep 
because of the heat and was wandering round the house without her (needed) 
Bpectackes ..She glanced south out of a window and saw the moon (full on 
Jul 2) )near it being a fussy yellow/white oval blob about one-third moon 
sise.lt appeared stationary,but was seen to be growing bigger.Then she real¬ 
ised it was flying towards her.She oalled her husband,and he arrived at the 
window in time to see it pass out of sight overhead.lt was a rectangular/ 
cigar shape .Np pulsing lights .A faint hums or buss was heard as it passed on 
top of them .Duration about 1 minute .The witness feels certain it was not a 
plane beoause of its virtual sllenoe,but Ringway was very busy at the time 
with holiday night flights (which deliberately throttle engines back).It was 
heading straight for the airport and this is a normal in-flight route. In 
view of her tiredness and laok of spectaolea the conclusion seems fairly Blear. 


Case 8506 July 7 1985 01.05 Penberton,Wigan,Ot Nor Invi WAPIT 

Mrs M (an elderly lady) was drawing her ourtaina in the bedroom when she saw 
an "angled oval" shape,stationary in the sky D which was 
growing brighter and dimmer as ahe watohed it.Her 20 y 
old son was oalled,but despite seeing it he passed it 

off as just a bright star,thus returning to bed.Nrs N 

continued to watoh and the object now set off moving in 
a NV direction,still dimming and brightenlng.Severak other witnesses said that 
they observed the same objeot over Wigan late the previous night .WAPIT find 
the oase unexplained .But it is possible that a well lit aircraft cpuld be re¬ 
sponsible (again Ringvay would be very busy at this time on a weekend) .The 

dimming and brightening may have been the navigation lights,masked by the cabin 
Illumination which would remain an all the time.But this is Juat a guess.

A WITNESS TO THE GODFREY ABDUCTION? MUFORA investigation Peter Hough A J R 
Case 8O92 14 January 1980 Heald Moo‘r,Todmorden,Lanos/Yorks border. 


This potentially important oase had a sorry geneaia.The prioiple witness 
told nobody of his experience (not even his wife) for almost 2 years.Then hs 
read abfcut the Alan Godfrey abduction at Todmorden and wrote to the national 
newspaper (Sunday Mirror) which featured it (Deo I98I).Nothing happened.From 
this time on the witness began to link his experience with the Godfrey case, 
to the point where it is hard to know how much of his present testimony is 
effected by this.The man says he did not want to report the matter "dowa south" 
but to somebody northom.Henoe he did nothing else until in May 1984 a local 
Burnley paper discusBed UFOs and interviewed OSEAP member David Rees,who was 
skeptical.So the witness deolded not to write to hlm.Flnally in October 1984 
he wrote to the Granada TV consumer advice programme "This is Your Right" and 
they directed him to BUFORA In Londo n. But, be cause of his desire to avoud the 
south,he did not do so.In November be Kjet Harry Harris and Alan Godfrey at a 
lecture in Bnrnley,but was so skeptical of hypnosis he decided not to talk to 
them of his experienoe.He wrote to Harry Harris (getting his address from a

directory,but Harry Harris (by now expelled from MUFORA) did not reply. 

Finally, in desperation,he did write to BUFORA in February 1983 and this 
reached Jenny Bandies next month - allowing she and Peter Hough to oomnenoe 
an on-site investigation, (it lastl) 

111 these unfortunate facts mist seriously dilute the nature of the story. 

The witness in question is 60-yr old WCB,who lives at Barrowford,near 
Burnley,Lanos.He had an eventuful war,serving in the North Sea in a ship which 
was sunk and resouing one fellow orewaan,before suooumblng to several weeks 
in psyohiatrlo hospital .He has worked a full lifetime as a truck driver for 
one single Nelson firm,although it went into liquidation in June 1980 (five 
months £f£ef the enoouxrter) .He quickly got another job,driving for a different 
firm,which he still holds, a.lrt*oagh (as he puts it) "something has gone wrong with 
my mind" since the encounter.He oltes an inexplicable blaok oat in November 
1981 when he ran his oat into the bask of one driven by a Polish Priest,on the 
notorious "Death Valley" seotion of the N62. It should be noted that Alan 
Godfrey suffered mlnl-time-lapses like this too.(Although WCB has not read THE 
PENNINE UFO NTSTERT,knew nothing of UFOs other than what he had read in the 
press,and the blaokouts of AG were not in there) 

WCB ola ms no previous history of paranormal happenings, but does say that 
since the encounter he has had many vivid dreams reliving it .These add no new 
details.Whilst being a raoconteur the Investigators were persuaded of his 
sincerity throughout the inveatigation.Neferheless he had a definite tendanoy 
to ramble,to interconnect probably unconnected fact s-, and used terms like "decoy" 
"spaceship" and "parent-sh p" regularly .He tried ve r y hard (unconsoiously) to 
get us to link his story with that of AG.But he la not fired for a desire for 
notoriety or money.He has oome up with many weird ideas about alien motives 
and power sources sinoe the encounter, but these appear to be side issues. NUFORA 
is satisfied that something happened to him in the first plaoe. 

Typical of the way his mind works (complicating the investigation greatly) 
was his attempt to invest strangeness in something occurring in December 1979 
at the exact same point of road where his later encounter happened.Basically he 
saw a Jeep on the railway lines and as he drove by a police cat pulled out of 
the lay-by (prominent in his UFO sighting) and he told then of the jeep .So what - 
you might say? But he wants to link policemen in with his story any which way 
he can. 

So to the events of 14 Jan I98O (ten months before the Godfrey abduction - 
which WCB realises,and has never tried to argue around,although he still thinks 
it relevant) .WCB had a delivery at Holllngworth,near 
Oldham,but did not take the direct route (via Bacup) 
as he had something to drop off in Todmorden on the 
way .So he left deliberately early (at 03*43) and took 
the A646 from Burnley aoross Heald Moor and the oou- 
nty border to Todmorden.lt was very cold and with no 
moon or stats visible .We timed the route from his ho 
-use to the site (13 mins)?but on icy roads at very 
slow speeds his estimate of being at the sighting lo¬ 
cation at about 06.13 1* reasonable .This is at OS Bf 
(103) 888270,at the point where the A646 orosses the 
railway and River Calder.To the left is a valley and 

two farms,to the right a very sttep cliff face climbing over hills to Rossen- 
dale,with the lay-by beneath the oliffs at the roadside. 
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Approaohing the lay-by he first beoame aware of a deep hum,like a generator, 
even though his oah windows were dosed.He was driving a 1977 10-Ton Ford Custom 
owned by the mill he drove for and sold when it olosed. 

Almost coincident with the sound WCB spotted a dark outline shape on the 
ground in the lay-by.It gave the appearance of a darkened toastrask with three 
red rays projecting to the ground from the fore .He assumed some workmen were 
making an early start to lay tar and slowed to a crawl,passing right by the 
Object (about 23 feet,as we measured it,to his right)* 

From the side view the object now looked more like a tortoiseshell and the 
llghtbeams had beoome "mixed with white "(by the last sight the beams had turned 
white and this different oolour according to the angle variation greatly pussies 
the witness even now) .The beams emerged from holes in a rim about a third of 

of the structure was a curved pipe going into thin 
air and this,WCB had assumed, was the esoape pipe 
for the gases of the truok.N&w he was sure it was not 
a truck he presumed whatever it was (experimental 
army behiole perhaps?) was re fuelling .But as soon as 
he realised that the pipe lead into thin air he dis¬ 
missed the thought .He was not very oonoerned because 
two men stood in front of it ,and he assumed they were 
the drivers .He oould only set them in silhouette 
against the light beaas.One had arms by his side and 
WCB ol&imed "it was definitely a policeman'*.On questioning it seems this was a 
oomment based solely on the faot that the man had "a peaked oap on and a two- 
piece uniform .The other wore a silver or grey one-pieoe sult.Ht was stooping 
down as if lnepeoting the craft. From these scanty facts WCB seems to think he 
saw Alan Godfrey being abducted, despite the date (which he believes to be 
aocurate bdeause (a) it was an anniversary of his servioe Induction and (b) it 
was written into his log-book - although he oould not find this when we asked 
to see it). 

At no po^nt did WCB see either men enter the oraft.As he drove by they remained 
virtually statio.He notloed an interesting effeot on the silhouttes.They were 
breaking up in the lights (alomst as inside a dlsoo,where laser beam effects 
produce a strobe eituation> .The beams were so bright they oaused the bracken 
at the roadside to glow dull red and oreated shadows on the craft it self. WCB 
was focusing on the central ray as he went past and it appeared to rotate, but 
his eyes were fussing and his mind waaiolouding over too,as many things began to 
happen at once. 

He had passed the objeot but wasstlll level with the lay-by (looking back}. • 

WCB estimates it took him )-2 minutes from seeing the UFO.But we timed the 100 
yards dlstanoe and even crawling it is unlikely to have been more than half 
that time. 

Suddenly the truok lost power to its lights.The scad ahead plunged into 
darkness (there are no streetlights or houses abound) .His mind was also "funny" 
and Os Faotor effeots were taking over.The truok engihe continued to run (WCB, 
still alledging no UFO knowledge,says this was "because it was a diesel - the 
engines stop because it gets the spark in the spark plug.That can't happen with 
a dksel." 

By now (just seoonds later) he had no visual impression of the object and he 
appeared to be losing oonsoiousness.He never saw the "UFO" agaln.His next memory 
is of being jolted as if his body were jerking,still in his cab,an unspeoified 
distance along the road.He is not sure where (his mind was still very hazy) but

He says he felt strange and m wj mind was all queer" and although he vaguely 
noted that the aky was lightening (which it ought not to be) he drove past the 
police station not noting the time."Let the policemen tell his story" he olaims 
he thought• 

He did drop his parcel off,again without noting the time, but someone was 
present to oolleot it whioh (in retrospeot) he found odd,as at about 06*30 it 
should have been all shuttered up.He oontsnued to Oldham (it should have been 
07.00 at the latest) .But it was broad daylight and another delivery truck which 
he should have got there we^l before was waiting for him .Not having a watch he 
found someone and asked the time.lt was then 09 * 10 , which (he believes) leaves 
almost two hours of time missing* 

On the drive to Oldham he notloed that his left )eg was aching.But upon 
arrival home that evening it still hurt and he felt extremely tired .He went 
to bed early and on undressing noted a star-like bruise»pale blue in colour and 
the else of a lOp piece^behlnd the knee on his left leg.Inside 24 hours the 
aching and braise vanished .He has no idea where they came from and da^s not 
belneve he could have received them 7 or knocked himself unoonsoious 7 when the 
truck stoppedL^ad he was virtually stationary when he lost awareness* 

He did not report the headlight problem,"I was sure the UFO did it and it 
would be alright now"*Nor did he notice any unusual fuel consumption.Idling 
the $ruck for 2 hours would have had an effect .The road is narr&w and bends a 
lot at that point .How could he have been shopped there for any length of 
time without being noticed? 

b e checked the farm beside where these events happened*lfter some time in 
persuading the family we were not from "Same ffcr a laugh" (t) we discovered 
they had moved in well after the events but had heard stories of UFOs in the 
area (with the Rossendale valley just over the hills that is not surprising) 
They did note that their eleotricity supply had gone off a couple of times 
inexplicably, but in a remote area that may well be something and nothing* 

Clarifying this case is next to impossible .The effects of WCBs belief that 
what he saw ia related to the Godfrey abduction just down the road are inex¬ 
tricably linked in with his tastimony.lt no time did the UFO fly - so it cannot 
even really be called a UFO at alll Could it have been a fantasy built round a 
council tar machine? The shape,pipe and generator hum are not out of keeping 
with such vehicles.Neither road nor lay-by has been retarred, but it could have 
been resting there and firing up prior to setting off on its route •••• may be • 

But what about the cffoots on man and truck and the time lapse? 

To date WCB has refused regression hypnosis saying "you can't be made to 
remember things you don't remember"* But we will keep our eyes on this one. 


THE IMPOSTER* BUF0R1 investigation by Paul Fuller 

This is another weird case in that April 1984 mini-wave.It happened on 23 April 
at a place called Lavant,Hest Susses, and lead to a frustrating investigation.

This strange affair began in a very innocuous way.Mr C (a 21 yr old) and 
a 79 year old neighbour Mrs K both sent written aooounts (very brief) under 
oover of Nr C.BDFGR1 received these in Kay.They were alleged^written on the 
same day as the sighting*•• 21 *45 on 23 April 19&4* 

The two aooounts are fairly consistant and refer to two bright lights over 
the Sussex Downs .One drops something to the ground .The whole area is illum¬ 
inated,and after ten minutes or so they flew off .Nothing at all speoial* 

Paul Fuller only decided to visit both witnesses in Levant beoause he had 
nothing else dn at the time*He fully expected this was a simple IFO. Agreeing 
a meeting date of 21 July he was met at the station in Ghlohester by Nr C 
who in his letter accepting the appointment had oalled himself (without any 
explanation)Lt *Cl (His letters were all hand written in writing which sloped 
all over the plaoe,had awful spelling, no teohnioal data and strange idio- 
synoraolea like calling Ghlohester Chi) . 

Lt .C had asked Paul to bring prpof of identity and now olaimed he had taben 
photos but that these were at'‘Wright Patt* (Wright Patterson APB,USA,) where he 
had friends .Any not olaesified(R) (Rest rioted, presumably) would be made avail¬ 
able later.Nelther he,in his first lettezsnor Mrs K>had mentioned these before. 

At the station Bt.C (wearing what seemed to be a blue Air Foroe uniform and 
heavy boots) explained that Mrs L did not want to get involved,that he had 
forgotten that he had to travel that day,and so the interview would have to 
oocur outside in Chiohster.They sat on a park bench for a oouple o£ hours whilst 
Lt *C looked around as if it were a James Band movie* 

He now repeated his story in much greater detail .Many facts were 100 per oent 
different from his letter of 10 weeks before.(Eg the UFO left north instead of 
south) .He now olaimed he just happened to have a "standard re con issue" Zenit 
camera when he was walking the dog with his nelghbour.He had taken 12 photos of 
the lights* 

Lt.C olaimed to be a "liaison offioer" in the RAF at Aloonbury near Cantebury 
(it took Pawl Fuller hours to find out back hone that there is an RAP Aloonbury 
— 100 miles from Kent,near Cambridgel) He olaimed to be trained in airoraft re¬ 
cognition and "proved" this by sketching various airoraft lights from various 
angles (taking the drawings with him when he left) *He was leaving in August for 
the USA where he expected to beoome a USAP offioer at Rdwards Airforoe Base.In 
his last letter he gave a ridiculous forwarding address (basioally "The US Air 
Force,Washington" t) He olaimed to have seen a security file on the investigator 
and would be "debriefed" later .He added,"! an supposed to get a photo of you 
but I can't be bothered*" 

This disconcerting interview over,Lt.C **ote the next day (22 Jul) saying 
that "due to information unavailable to me at the time of our meeting" all 
communication must oease.This involves Mrs K too.His photos were all R class* 

And would remain so - r Until which bime the Air Foroe deem that no hostile 
aotion can be tahen for oertain parties" (??) . Paul did try to oonmunicate with 
Mts K but she oonfirmed she did not want to talk about the sighting at all* 

Meanwhile a letter to a local airfield trying to trace helioopters eto which 
might explain the sighting suggested Paul oontaot Patrick Moore beoause he had 
explained the oase as balloonsl Twin lighted balloons seen improbable and the 
facts of the case (even the original watered down more oonsistant faots) afpeor 
out of phase with that .But Paul wrote to PM - a detailed,oareful letter aaking 
for the evidenoe.PM replied,curtly, "No mysvery.lt was a weather balloon.Fully 
vonfirmed" In other wofds - a big help. 

Finally,Paul deoided to try the obvious.Talk to Lt.Cs father. He re he was 
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rather surprised to learn that his dad knew nothing about "Lt.Cs" sighting, 
photos,or even that he was in the Air Force, ••although he admitted "he keeps 
himself to himself a loflThe lad had been in the Territorial army,probably 
where the uniform came from.He wrote to the air force a lot and kept trying 
to get visas to visit America .As far as his dad knew Mr C was in a youth 
training scheme rebuilding an dd church. 

And so - we seem to have some sort of hoax. The witness is a "Billy Liar" 
type,as Paul Fuller suggests.Of course, where Patrick Moore's balloons oome 
from is another matter.Nice as he is 7 FM does have a lot in common w»th hot air. 
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Stop press sad news is that Coral Lorenzon of APRO is seriously ill and APRO 
publications have ceased.APRO are the oldest American group (I think the 
oldest group in the world) and Coral and husband Jim have been with the UFO 
field from the word go. We wish her well and a speedy recovery .APRO ought to 
be back is bkc fore of world research, where they belong. 

Readdrs will have noticed that this issue (a) is printed differeotly and (b) 
has a different (rather makeshift) cover. We have tried a new printers as an 
experiment this issuejbut we have not decided where to place the regular 
order yet .Costs come into it a good deal,of course .If we change^a new (proper) 
peraanant oover will be used. • .Perhaps you would like to design one for us? Hint-^
